In that 
case, there would be danger, but our safety lies in the 
determination of the British and French Governments while 
agreeing for themselves to respect the independence of 
this kingdom, not to allow any other nation to usurp the 
possession and sovereignty of the islands 
Mr. Perrin on the part of France often reports the most 
emphatic assurances that the Emperor Napoleon only desires 
the perfect independance of the islands and the civiliza- 
tion and preservation of the Hawaiian race, General Miller 
continues to give the same assurances, and in a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Vanly Hopkins on the 26th of April, the

Judge Robertson interpreted, adding remarks of his 
own, in favor of the College, and in regret of the unfair 
remarks made not only in the opposition Press, but also 
in the paper considered the Government organ, and read 
the 6th Article of the Charter, showing that the College 
was to be considered though not a Sectarian, at least a 
Protestant College. 

The Resolution above referred to was unanimously

Mr. Wyllie preferred Mr. Robertsons motion, because, 
it was probable, that if the Treaty were read, with such 
explanations as Mr. Allen and others could render, it 
would be approved without the delay and trouble of a Com- 
mittee. He reminded the Council that there was only one 
precedent of the reference of a Ratification to a Commi- 
ttee of the Privy Council - and that was of the American, 
on which, there was a Report with a vast deal of hair 
splitting and forebodings of evils, not one of which had 
ever been verified: aña if a Committee be appointed, per- 
haps we will have the same now. 

Prince Kamehameha suggested that the Treaty be read 
to day, for information and that then a Committee be 
appointed.

His Majesty explained what had been done in the 
matter of the French Treaty since the Council adjourned 
on Monday last, and read the additional article which 
had resulted from those negociations, and concluded by 
recommending to the Council to advise the Sovereign to 
ratify the Treaty with the additional article. 

Mr. Robertson moved the following Resolution which 
was seconded by Mr. Webster and carried unanimously:- 

Whereas the additional article to the Treaty between 
His Majesty the King of the Hawaiian Islands, and His 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the French, concluded on 
the 29th. October 1857, proposed by His Hawaiian Majesty 
and His Cabinet to the Plenpotentiary of Frnace, has been 


accepted by said Plenipotentiary ad referendum: 
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And whereas, the said additional article obviates 
many of the objections which have hitherto prevented this 
Council from advising his Majesty the King to ratify said 
Treaty; 

Therefore be it resolved, That this Council do now, 
in the discharge of its duty under the Constitution, res- 
pectfully advise his Majesty the King to ratify the Treaty 
signed at Honolulu by his Plenipotentiaries, and by the 
Plenipotentiary of his Majesty the Emperor of the french, 
on the 29th. of October 1857, subject, however, expressly 
to the provisions and stipulations contained in said 
additional article, to stand as an integral part of said 
Treaty, which additional article is in the words and 
figures following, to wit; 

Additional Article. 

(Ad referendum). 
Whereas it is contended that a literal construction of the 
Toregoing treaty would abrogate the laws of the Hawaiian 
Kingdom, by which the retail traffic in liquors is con- 
fined to Honolulu, it is hereby declared, with a view to 
the expression of the true meaning and intention of the 
negociations, that the right of municipal regulation in 
regard to such trade, on the part of the government of 
said kingdom, is hereby recognized. 

And whereas, the Third article of said Treaty is 
founded on the preference given by law to the English 


language over the French language in the Custom 
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House, it is agreed that France will cease to claim the 
privilege established by that article as soon as such 
legal preference is abolished by the Hawaiian Government. 

It is understood that the exemption accorded to 
Consuls in the 17th article of the foregoing Treaty is to 
extend only to their appearance in courts of justice as 
witnesses, and not to their liability as parties, in con- 
formity with the existing law of nations. 

And it is further understood and agreed that the 
power of administration upon intestate estates given to 
Consuls by the foregoing treaty, shall only extend to 
consuls not engaged in business, and shali not be con- 
strued to preclude the right of the local tribunals to 
decide all questions of testacy or intestacy, and to 
entertain appeals relating to such administration from 
parties considering themselves aggrieved by the decision 
of the Consulor his authorized agent. 

And it is further declared and agreed that the 14th. 
article in the aforesaid treaty shall be understood in 
the sense that all vessels recognized as French vessels 
by the law of France, shall be considered to be French 
vessels in the ports of the Hawaiian Kingdom, and all 
Hawaiian vessels recognized as such by the Hawaiian laws 
shali be considered as Hawaiian vessels in the ports 


of France and her possessions. 
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w= Gregg moved that a Committee be appointed to in- 
vestigate into the Channels throught which the former 
proceedings of the Council were made Known outside, ot- 
withstanding the King's injunction to secrecy.
